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Poor Traffic Control 


It is a reflection on the alertness and 
originality of the city council that the 
Chamber of Commerce has to come up 
with the only sensible recommendations 
for the improvement of the markedly poor 
traffic contro] in Edmonton. 

Edmonton is fortunate that at least 
one influential body of thoughtful citizens 
can offer concrete suggestions for essen- 
tial traffic changes. 

For example, it should not have requir- 
ed any pressure from any organizat tion 
outside the civic administration to urge 
the synchronization of traffic lights on 
Jasper avenue at 100, 101, 102 and 103 
streets. 

It is axiomatic in'any system of traffic 
control that traffic lights should be syn- 
chronized to open to any vehicle travelling 
at a moderate rate of speed. That they 
should all open and close at the same time 
is to hi nder rather than expedite traffic. 


It should not be necessary to prod an 
enterprising city council in the matter of 
protection for level railway crossings. 

There should be no need to remind 
council that some form of traffic checks 
are required at such intersections as 116th 
and Jasper and 99th and Jasper where the 
stream of vehicular traffic is so contin- 
uous as to make it almost impossible for 
pedestrians to get across. 

Nor should any reminder be needei 
that police patrolmen should be more 
active in checking traffic violations such 
as parking, by delivery trucks, in bus stop 
areas. 

Edmonton's traffic control is notably 
poor, 

And since the civic administration does 
not seem inclined to improve it, Edmonton 
may be grateful that the Chamber of 
Commerce has made a positive move in 
the right direction.
